W ashington, April 6.—Germany has

Morocco. 
Upon the receipt of instruc­ 
tions from Berlin Baron von Speck 
Sternburg, the 
German 
ambassador, 
called at the war departm ent upon Sec­ 
retary Taft, whom the president be­ 
fore leaving W ashington designated as 
the cabinet officer with whom the am ­ 
bassadors should confer, and in 
the i 
name of the German emperor left witn 
the secretary a brief memorandum set­ 
ting forth the Moroccan policy -which 
Germany has all alonge pursued, and 
from which she does not propose to 
be swerved. 
Stands for th o “O pen Door.** 
In substance the memorandum whi^h 
is couched in the most explicit lan­ 
guage announces that Germany stands 
for the “open door” in Morocco no less 
firmly than iii the Far East, for the 
preservation of tho Moroccan status 
quo, and for the safeguarding and pro­ 
tection of the commercial and trade in­ 
terests in Morocco not only of Ger­ 
many but of all the trading nations of 
the world. 
After presenting the mem­ 
orandum the secretary and the ambas­ 
sador bad a brief conversation on tile 
subject of Morocco, Baron Sternburg 
calling attention to the commercial im ­ 
portance of that country to the trading 
nations, and em phasizing the interna­ 
tional importance in Germany’s opin­ 
ion of the preservation there of the 
“open door.” 
C a d e Sam N ot C om m itted . 
The secretary thanked the am bassa­ 
dor for his explicit statem ent of the 
German policy, and promptly forward­ 
ed 
the 
memorandum 
to 
President 
Roosevelt. 
Secretary Taft, w hile ex­ 
pressing 
interest

view s, refrained from com m itting this 
government on the subject, nor did the 
ambassador in any way endeavor to 
sound him as to the president’s atti­ 
tude. 
There is no request in the Ger­ 
man note for a statem ent of the W ash­ 
ington government’s position, and one 
reason for its presentation w as the 
circulation in Europe of sensational re­ 
ports about the German emperor’s vis­ 
it to Tangier and the German attitude 
toward Morocco.
